An Act for giving neceſſary. Supplics to 
the Eaſtern Indians, and for Regulating 
of 'Trade with them, 


HEREAS the Indians in the Eaſtern Parts of this Province, 
ſome time ſince in Hoſtilit Rebellion, baving ſubmitted 
themſelves, and recognized their Subjection and Obedrente to 


the Crown of England, bave now dependance upon this Go- 
wvernment for ſupplies of Cloathrng and other Neceſſaries. "Yo the intent theretore 
that they may be furniſhed with the Tame at ſuch ealy Rates and Prices as 
may oblige them to adhere firmly to the Engl;h Intereſt, 


Be it Enacted by Dis Ercell the Governour, Council! and Lic- 

prefcnracives in General Court Aſſembled, and bp the Authority of 
The fame, That Proviſions, Cloathing and all other Supplies tuicable ior a Supplies for | 
Trade with the faid Indians, to the value of Six Hundred Pounds, be torthwith Trade with 
and trom time to time procured by the Treaſurer and Receiver General of the Indians to 
this Province, or ſuch other perſon or perſons as His Excellency the Gover- befent roFort 
nour, with the advice and conſent of the Council, ſhall appoint tor that pur- Mary at Saco. 
poſe, and be paid for out ot the Publick Treaſury of this Province : And that ©* 
a ſufficient quantity of faid Supplies be ſent and lodged from time to time at 
Hi; Majeltics Fort Mary at Saco, to Trade with ſuch Indians as jhall come 
there. And at Jueh other place and places as the Governour, with the advice 
ot the Council, ſhall direct and appoint, as far as the River ot St. Georges, to 
Trade with fuch Indians as ſhall be in thoſe Parts : And chat a futficient 
quantity of faid Supplies be likewiſe ſent unto Dunſtable ro Trade wich the 
Indians of Pennecook and parts thereabout, who are not to be allowed to come 

| Into any of the Towns upon or near Merrimack River to Trade, but only to 
Watarick, a place 1o called within the faid Townſhip of Dunſtable. And no 
4:ave thall be allowed in the County of Hlpſhire with any Indians.

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And for the better management of the Trade with the ſaid Indians. 

Be ic further Enacted bp the Authoritp afozecſaid, I hac His Excellency 
the Governour, with the advice and conſent of the Council, do appvyine 'a 
Truds Maf: fuicable perſon or perſons co be Truck Maſters to have the care and manage- 
ters ro be ment ot the Trade with the ſaid Indians. Which Track Maſters ſhall have 
appointed to Inſtructions given them to Sell and Diſpoſe of ſuch Proviſions, Cloathing and 
manage ſaid Supplies as ſhall be trom time ©o time committed to them to Trade witl; tor 
Trade. the beſt profic and advantage of'the Publick that they may ; So as they be 
ſure to Underſell the French ; and not. to Sell any Strong Liquors to the Indi- 
ans at any time, nor to truſt them for any conſiderable matter, nor to take any 
conſiderable pledge of them, nor the forfeiture thereof at any time. And the 
Jaid Truck Maſters ſhall return and deliver unto the Treaſurer or ſuch other 
perſon or perſons as ſhall be appointed as aforeſaid, for procuring the ſaid Sup- 
Plies, all ſuch Goods, Skins, Pelery, Caſtorium, and other things as ſhall be 
produced, or come to their hands by the faid Trade with the Indians, 
or in lieu of the Goods that ſhall be Sold unto.them ; to be by the 
- ſaid Treaſurer, or other perſon or-perſons as aforeſaid, Sold and Diſpoſed to 
the beſt advantage, and the produce theredf to be laid out in procuring ſuch 
further Supplics as there may be occaſion. And the ſaid Truck Maſters ſhall 
Who are to keep fair Accompts of their Trade and Dealings with the ſaid Indians, & ſhall 
keep fair Ac- return the ſame from time to time. to the Treaſurer, or other perſon or yec- 
compts, &c. ſons to be appointed for procuring ſuch Supplies as aforeſaid. And fuch Truck 
Maſters ſhall, before they enter upon the Management of the faid Trade, be 
And to be Sworn to be faithful therein, and to obſerve ſuch Inſtru&ions as ſhall be given 
Sworn. them by the Governour, with the advice of the Council from time to time, 
and not to Trade for any thing with che faid Indians on behalf or for accounc 

ot themſelves or any other particular perſon or perſons. 
Penalty ow And be it further Enatted bp the Authoritp afozeſaid, That no perſon 
other perſons or perſons whatſoever, other than thoſe to be imployed as Truck Maſters as 
for Trading atorelaid, ſhall or may preſume by themſelves, or any other for them, direaly 
with the In- or indice&ly to Truck, Barter, Buy, Sell, Deal or Trade with any Indian or 
dians. Indians in any place within this Province,to the Eaſtward of P:ſcaraque River 
' or In any other place or places on or near Merrimack River, or Naſhaway Ri- 
ver.On pain that every perſon or perſons ſo Trading, ſhall Forfeit the Sum of 
Fiſty Pounds, and all ſuch Goods as he or they ſhall have been Trading with 
or for, and the Veſſel or Veſſels fuch perſon or perſons ſhall have been Tra- 
ding in or with, or the value thereof. One Moiety of the faid Forfeicures to 
be unto His Majeſty, to be laid out in procuring ſupplies to Trade with the 
{aid Indians on account of the Province, and the other moiety to him or 
them that ſhall inform and fue for the fame, in any of His Majeſties Courts 
within this Province that ſhall have cognizance thereof, And the Comman- 
der or Truck Maſter on Board any Veſſel to be improved for Trading with 
the Indians to the Eaſtward of Piſcataqua River, ſhall be, and hereby is im- 


| Power of powred to Seiz any Veſlel or Veſſels that ſhall have been Trading with the In- 


ScIUre. Gians, and ſhall be afterwards met with by him, and ſhall bring or ſend ſuch 


Veſſel or Veſielk into ſome Port in order to Tryal. 

And all perſons that ſhall be imployed as Truck Maſters, or otherwiſe rela- 
ting to the ſaid Trade with the Indians, ſhall have and receive ſuch valary 
or Allowance for their Service therein, as the Governour and Council {all 
order and appoint. | 

Provided this Ac ſhall continue in force for one whole year, and to the 
end ot the Seflions of the General Aſſembly next after, and no longer.
